Units Double In 6 Years 


Plano and Allen had the largest 
growth of housing in Collin County 
during the past six years according to 
a regional housing survey taken by 
the North Central Texas Council of 
Governm ents (NCTCOG). 
Both doubled the num ber of housing 
units available, 
while 
four other 
m ajor cities in the county showed 
som e lim ited growth. 
The NCTCOG survey was conducted 
throughout 
the region 
served 
by 
NCTCOG but only cities over 2,000 
population w ere included in the study. 
Plano showed housing growth from 
6,153 in 1970 to m ore than 14,000 today. 


The largest gain was in single 
fam ily re sid e n c e s w here grow th 
jum ped from 4,344 to 11,540. 
Multi fam ily housing showed a 1,786 
to 2,560 growth rate with mobile 
homes growing from 23 to 672 
Allen’s housing units jum ped from 
613 in 1970 to 1,231 this year according 
to the study. 
This included a large growth in 
single fam ily residences from 579 in 
1970 to 1,197 today. Other types of 
housing stayed the sam e. 
M cK inney, 
W ylie, 
F risco 
and 
Farm ersville showed growth rates far 
below those of Plano and Allen

DEAR POLLY — I bought a hand knit, all wool Irish 
fisherm an’s design afghan with the natural oil still in 
the yam . Is it mothproof? If not, where can I have it 
m othproofed0 This is im portant. I plan to give the 
afghan to my daughter in California for Christm as. I ’ve 
been told the moths eat everything but people out there 
I used to live there, too, and I know what they do. — 
MRS C B S 
DEAR MRS. C.B.S. — The yarn dealer I spoke with 
concerning your problem said that for the last several 
years all wool yarns have come mothproofed. If you 
notice, the wrappers on most yarns are so marked. Why 
not inquire at the place where the afghan was bought? It 
is soil or stains that attract moths, so never put anything 
that might attract them away, or even in a dark closet, 
unless the item is clean. 
The label on the can of commercial moth spray I 
always keep on hand (can be bought in department or 
hardware stores) says it protects wool for one year un­ 
less the item is washed or dry cleaned. It seems to me 
you could follow directions on such a can and spray your 
afghan on both sides if you have an uncertain feeling 
about whether or not it was mothproofed before being 
sold. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Those little tissues that one uses to clean 
eye glasses are great to use for dusting off shoes. It leaves 
them shining, too. — IRMA. 
DEAR POLLY — My stove oven is lined with shiny chrom e 
or stainless steel and every stain shows up unmercifully. 
Recently a rhubarb pie that was baking bubbled over and 
burned on the oven. I had no com m ercial cleaner on hand, so I 
used dishwasher detergent along with a kitchen cleanser. To 
my surprise this combination worked better than any oven 
cleaner I have ever tried. — MARION. 
DEAR POLLY — My hot w ater heater is quite a distance 
from the kitchen, so the w ater runs a while before it gets hot. I 
save on m y w ater bill by catching all this cold w ater in a pail 
to use for the bird bath or watering my plants. — MRS. M T.
